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President’s Report 


he year we are just completing, by almost any museum 
standards, has been a success. As you might expect, 
the results are a direct tribute to the dedicated talents of a very 
fine staff. I should like to mention them all by name but space 
doesn’t allow for that. However, whether switchboard opera- 
tor, security guard, or secretary, all have made a contribution. 

Special appreciation must go to the curatorial staff under 
the leadership of Chief Curator Roald Nasgaard. Katharine 
Lochnan, Curator of Prints and Drawings, Alan G. Wilkinson, 
Curator of Modern Sculpture, Dennis Reid, Curator of Cana- 
dian Historical Art, David Burnett, Curator of Contemporary 
Canadian Art, and Marie Fleming, Associate Curator of 
Contemporary Art, all have been responsible for notable 
events during the year. 

The volunteers have again made a contribution of incalcul- 
able value. Of particular note was the additional work they 
took on in running The Grange which, in a year of restraint, 
effectively allowed us to keep it open to the public. 

The Board of Trustees have been most diligent in managing 
the affairs of the Gallery and have been a great support to me. 
Last year we altered the by-laws to establish a tenure of office 
of a maximum of five one-year terms for all Trustees elected by 
the Membership, except when in the fifth year the Trustee is a 
member of the Executive Committee. This change takes effect 
in the coming year, and therefore certain Trustees’ terms are 
now completed. I should like to thank Mr. George G. Sinclair 
for the long service, commitment, and fine judgment that he 
contributed. He first came on the board in 1968 and was 
President for two terms, from 1976 to 1978. 

The Gallery is also indebted for their contributions to 
Kenneth C. Lochhead, who was first elected in 1974, Peter C. 
Hertzberg, 1975, Dr. Robert P. Welsh, 1975, David Partridge, 
1977, Dr. Murray B. Frum, 1977, and Mrs. Arnold Agnew, 
who has been President of the Volunteer Committee during 
this past year. 

Five members of the board are elected from the College of 
Founders. The College also has established a tenure of three 
one-year terms, and, as a result, Mrs. Enid Maclachlan will be 
retiring this year. Prior to joining the board in 1972, Mrs. 
Maclachlan served on many committees with great dedication. 
During her years on the board she chaired several committees, 
including the Community Relations Committee, and made 
most valuable contributions to our board deliberations. 

During this past year over 316,000 people visited the Gallery. 
This attendance was stimulated by several outstanding exhibi- 
tions — German Masters of the 19th Century: Paintings and 
Drawings from the Federal Republic of Germany; Gauguin to 
Moore: Primitivism in Modern Sculpture; The English Minia- 
ture: A Selection from the Collections of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, and The Arts of Italy in Toronto Collections 
1300-1800. In addition, there were 210,000 visitors to our 
Extension exhibitions throughout the province and beyond. 

The Gallery continued its policy of exhibiting the work of 
Canadian artists. In all, the curatorial staff mounted twelve 
such exhibitions. Of particular importance were Gershon 
Iskowitz: A Retrospective, the Greg Curnoe Retrospective and 
Jock Macdonald: The Inner Landscape. 

We wish to record appreciation for the keen interest and 
support received from all levels of government, especially the 
major contribution made by the Province of Ontario through 
the Ministry of Citizenship and Culture and the Municipality 


of Metropolitan Toronto, as well as the National Museums 
Corporation and the Canada Council. 

I am now completing my two-year term of office as Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees. They have been rewarding years 
because of the fine people I’ve had the privilege to work with, 
and because of the important things being done in this major 
art museum. Yet they have also been frustrating years because 
of the considerable difficulty in gathering sufficient monies to 
keep pace with inflation, let alone to introduce new and 
innovative programs. 

As I close this year, I would be negligent if I did not make a 
special appeal to our governments to search seriously for ways in 
which our tax laws can be altered to encourage truly a larger 
contribution of money from the private sector. It is not a coin- 
cidence that most recent data show us that charitable gifts from 
8.5 million tax-filing Canadians averaged about $85 out of every 
$13,000 of taxable income. For the 117,000 people whose 
taxable incomes were in excess of $50,000, average charitable 
donations were about $970. Corporate giving, while quite 
substantial in total, could be greatly increased if more en- 
couragement were given through the tax system. 

Why is it that a friend of the Gallery can make a donation of 
a Canadian painting (for which $25,000 may have been paid, 
but which is now valued at $100,000) and receive 100 per cent 
tax credit with no capital-gains tax exposure; while another 
friend wishing to give the Gallery $100,000 worth of securi- 
ties that may originally have cost $25,000 is deemed to have 
sold those shares and is exposed to capital gains tax on the 
$75,000 gain? 

Why shouldn’t the donation of any assets for charitable 
purposes be a 100 per cent tax credit without capital gains tax 
exposure? Gifts of all kinds to public institutions are, after all, 
accrued to the benefit of all citizens. This is but one area of tax 
regulations that should be examined. In their recent booklet 
called Give & Take, the Committee of National Volunteer 
Organizations has presented other ideas that are also worthy of 
consideration. In the words of one Prime Minister, spoken in 
New York in 1978: 


The not-for-profit and voluntary sectors of our societies should 
be made to flourish.... They have employed the creative 
energies of many of our people. Their decline has been inevi- 
tably reflected in the growth of government and commercial 
services. It has resulted in a loss of sense of community. 

Surely we need this sector. We need to develop alternate 
styles of work and leisure and we need to demonstrate that 
there are other ways of doing the community’s work. On a 
broad second front we must give encouragement and 
sustenance to these efforts. There is no threat here, only 
boundless opportunity. 


Encouragement and sustenance can be given to all our cultural 
institutions if our governments will create wise tax incentives 
designed to motivate the private sector to play a larger role in 
cultural funding. 

On behalf of the Board of Trustees, I express appreciation to 
our Members for their interest, to our many fundraisers for their 
investment of time on our behalf, and particularly to our very 
able Director, William J. Withrow, and his capable colleagues.

Director’s Report 


he fiscal year 1981-82 has been an active one at the Art 

Gallery of Ontario, in spite of a continuing struggle to 
make ends meet. Cultural and educational institutions are 
particularly hard hit by the current economic situation. Expec- 
tations on the part of the community, building up since we 
became the Art Gallery of Ontario in 1966, have far out- 
distanced the available financial resources. The Gallery in the 
spring of 1981 faced a cumulative problem of inflation and, in 
ratio, shrinking income. Cuts to our operating budget had to 
be made and options were few. 

The Volunteer Committee undertook the staffing of the 
program in The Grange. Without their help it would virtually 
have been necessary to mothball it. Following the govern- 
ment’s approval of a user-pay principle, we raised fees in the 
Reference Library, Audio-Visual Centre, and in Education and 
Extension, and thus were able to minimize the reduction in 
services to the public. Nevertheless, we had to reduce our base 
operating budget by some $613,000 and were forced to lay off 
eight full-time and four part-time staff, while reducing other 
full-time positions to part-time and reducing the staff hours 
available for school tours. Staff had, over the twelve months 
prior to the beginning of the fiscal year, been reduced by 
fourteen full-time positions through attrition. 

Other savings were realized by internal reorganization. One 
major realignment involved the amalgamation of Extension 
Services into the Curatorial Branch. This amalgamation was a 
goal envisaged since the Extension Services and Curatorial 
Branches were brought together under a single roof with the 
opening of Stage II in 1976, and reflects the close inter- 
relationship of activities performed by the two branches. In 
future, all exhibitions will be organized by an expanded 
Curatorial Branch composed of curatorial assistants, assistant 
curators, and associate and full curators. It will be their role to 
develop not only a full program of in-house exhibitions, but 
also exhibitions designed for travel, especially in fulfilment of 
the Gallery’s responsibilities to smaller galleries and exhibition 
centres across Ontario. The role of the Extension Services 
department will be to liaise with the client centres, both 
provincial and national, and to offer the exhibition program 
for circulation. The amalgamation was made to achieve 
efficiency and economy of operation. Perhaps the most impor- 
tant result was the expansion of curatorial staff at its various 


levels to provide assistance to the full curators, as well as a 
training ground for younger staff. 

In 1975 the Archives Department of the Gallery was 
formed under the direction of the Keeper of The Grange. In 
January 1981 the Keeper of The Grange/Archivist began to 
phase The Grange out of her activities and in January 1982 
the Archives and Records Management (with a full-time 
Archivist and Secretary) became part of the Administration 
Branch. 

One development we are particularly proud of is the 
growing success of our various efforts to raise money from 
non-government sources. For each of the last few years we 
have been successful in topping the previous year’s record of 
monies raised in the Annual Giving Campaign. This year’s 
record figure is $645,000 in cash at year’s end, with 
$99,000 more in pledges. The chairman of this campaign, 
Mr. Valentine Stock, deserves our congratulations and thanks 
for a job extremely well done. These monies are allocated 
for art purchases and exhibition sponsorship. 

Monies raised by the Volunteer Committee and given to the 
Gallery for art purchases amounted to $110,000. The Art 
Gallery of Ontario Foundation transferred to the Gallery 
some $404,000 which is, for the most part, allocated to 
art purchases. It is important to note that of the total gross 
revenue of $12,115,000, some 50.3 per cent was non- 
governmental in source. 

At year’s end, as the accompanying auditor’s report shows, 
the institution remained financially sound. 

One measure of community support is our Membership, 
holding at almost 30,000-one of the highest in North Ameri- 
ca. We enjoyed, in addition, tremendous response from the 
media this year, with a total of approximately 12,500 column 
inches, or over eighty full newspaper pages, 650 minutes of 
radio air time, and ninety minutes of television time. This fact 
reflects not only the quality of our exhibition and education pro- 
grams but also that of over 100 special events organized by the 
Gallery involving many different elements of the community. 

What follows is an account of what the Gallery accom- 
plished in the process of carrying out our central objectives 
during 1981-82, under the traditional headings of Art Acqui- 
sitions, Exhibitions, Other Curatorial Activities, Education, 
and Volunteer Programs.

ART ACQUISITIONS 


During this fiscal year, the Gallery accessioned 538 works of 
art into the collection. Purchases, made possible by an 
extremely successful Annual Giving Fund, and many gener- 
ous gifts enriched the collection in important ways. Perhaps 
the most significant acquisitions of the year were The First 
Cry (c. 1914-15) by Constantin Brancusi, and an untitled 
painting from 1926 by Joan Miro. Both works, which were 
purchased with assistance from the Volunteer Committee, 
represent important contributions to the early modern tradi- 
tion and considerably broaden the context of the Gallery’s 
twentieth-century holdings. Gifts of Old Master paintings 
included: Jan Kupecky, Preparatory Study for ‘Self-Portrait 
with Son Christian Johann Friedrich’ (1725), gift of Dr. and 
Mrs. J. L. Uvira; and Henri Fantin-Latour, F/owerpiece (1888), 
bequest of Dorothy P. Munroe. 

The most important contemporary international acquisi- 
tions by purchase were: Richard Long, Sandstone Circles 
(1981); Lawrence Weiner, MANY THINGS BROUGHT 
PROMSONERCLIMAIESTOVANOTHER TO MAKE-A 
GROUPING, OF THINGS NOT RELATED TO THE CL- 
MATE AT HAND, 1981; Dorothea Rockburne, Musician 
Angel: Square Separated by Parallelogram (1978-81); and 
Hilla and Bernhard Becker, Watertowers (Typology) (1980). 

Major additions of contemporary international art were: 
Window (1974), an etched-glass sculpture by Michael Heizer; 
Untitled (D-48) (1974), a nine-foot by twenty-foot drawing by 
Richard Serra; and a large copper and aluminum sculpture 
from 1974 by Donald Judd, Untitled, all gifts in memory of 
Harry Davidson from Mr. and Mrs. Roger Davidson, Harris 
Davidson, and Matthew Davidson; a comprehensive group of 
fifteen portfolios by contemporary printmakers, including 
Patrick Caulfield, Bridget Riley, Eduardo Paolozzi, and Victor 
Vasarely, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Neville Burston; Robert 
Rauschenberg’s Mule (1974) and Ben Nicholson’s Bird's Eye 
(1966), both gifts of David and Marilyn Conklin; and Ship of 
Fools (1978) by Patrick Hayman, gift of Mr. Peter Millard. 

Major additions by purchase of Canadian contemporary art 
include Eight-Sided Pipe in Two Sheets (1967) by David 
Rabinowitch, and paintings and sculptures, all executed in 
1980-81, by Royden Rabinowitch, Ron Martin, Jaan Poldaas, 
John McEwen, Genevieve Cadieux, Joseph Drapell, and Doug- 
las Kirton. The acquisition of works by the last four artists 
constitutes their first representation in the collection. Three 
paintings by Jack Reppen from 1959, 1960, and 1962 were 
donated to the collection by Dr. and Mrs. David Shaul. 

In Canadian historical art, the major purchases included A. 
Y. Jackson, Maple Woods, Algoma (1920), purchased with 
funds raised in 1977 by the Volunteer Committee (matched by 
Wintario) to celebrate the opening of the Canadian Wing; 
Lionel LeMoine FitzGerald, At Silver Heights (1931); James 
Wilson Morrice, Beach Scene, Tangier (c. 1912), and Phillip 
Surrey, Summer Clouds near Orford Lake (1944). 

Important gifts to the Collection included A. Y. Jackson, 
Assisi (1912), gift of Professor and Mrs. William O. Fennell, 
in memory of Mr. J. H. Birkenshaw; James Wilson Morrice, 
Féte, St. Cloud (c. 1913), bequest of F. Eleanore Morrice, and 
The Beach, St. Malo (c. 1900), bequest of David R. Morrice; 
Tom Thomson, Design for Stained Glass Window, Havergal 
College (c. 1910), gift of Mr. and Mrs. Allan Manford; and 
Robert Harris, Woman with Paint Brush (1910), gift of 
Vivian and David Campbell. 

Of the many additions made to the Print and Drawing 


Collection this year, major purchases included a drawing by 
Francesco Salviati, Pieta; an etching by G. D. Tiepolo, The 
Flight into Egypt; an engraving by George Stubbs, A Horse 
Frightened by a Lion (1788) and a watercolour by Erich 
Heckel, Landscape (1929). 

Numerous gifts included a series of engravings after Maarten 
van Heemskerck, given by Dr. and Mrs. Gilbert Bagnani; a 
collection of forty-five coloured etchings by Thomas Rowlandson 
from Mr. J. T. Johnson; two engravings from Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles A. Hagen; a watercolour by Miles Edmund Cotman, 
given in memory of Andrew A. Kinghorn. In addition, Mr. 
Walter Carsen gave two coloured aquatints by Georges Rouault, 
Automne (1936-38) and Le Christ en Croix (1936), an 
etching by Picasso, and a coloured lithograph by Marc Chagall. 
From the Trier-Fodor Foundation were received a collection of 
fifty-three lithographs from La Caricature (1832-33) and 
thirty-four English caricatures by Hogarth, Rowlandson, Gillray, 
and Cruikshank. 

From the corporate community, a pair of mezzotints by 
George Townley Stubbs, Horses Fighting and Bulls Fighting 
(1788) were gifts of Norcen Energy Resources Ltd.; a Corot 
etching, Environs de Rome (1866), was a gift of Touche Ross, 
and Inco Limited provided funds for additional purchases. 

During the year the Board of Trustees approved a revised

Deaccessioning Policy, outlining step-by-step procedures for 
both deaccessioning and disposal. One work — Richard Long, 
Red Slate Circle (1978) — was deaccessioned. The proceeds 
were applied to the purchase of a more important work by the 
same artist. 


EXHIBITIONS 


During the year the Gallery produced and hosted an impres- 
sive program of exhibitions, including three major interna- 
tional shows: Gauguin to Moore: Primitivism in Modern 
Sculpture; German Masters of the Nineteenth Century: Paint- 
ings and Drawings from the Federal Republic of Germany, and 
The English Miniature: A Selection from the Collections of 
the Victoria and Albert Museum. 

Organized by Dr. Alan Wilkinson, Curator of Modern 
Sculpture, Gauguin to Moore: Primitivism in Modern Sculp- 
ture examined the influence of primitive art on modern 
sculpture, and included major works by Paul Gauguin, Pablo 
Picasso, Auguste Rodin, and Amadeo Modigliani, among 
others. Dr. Wilkinson also wrote the accompanying catalogue. 
German Masters of the Nineteenth Century was a collabora- 
tive effort between the Art Gallery of Ontario and the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York, and presented a 
survey of works of the most significant artists of the century, 
including: Caspar David Freidrich, the Nazarines, Adolph von 
Menzel, Arnold Bocklin, Alexander Lieberman, and others. 
The English Miniature: A Selection from the Collections of 
the Victoria and Albert Museum was organized by the Yale 
Centre for British Art, New Haven, Connecticut, in coopera- 
tion with the Art Gallery of Ontario. These three exhibitions 
provided an unparalleled opportunity to study and enjoy works 
of art rarely seen in North America. 

A product of local collaboration was the splendid The Arts 
of Italy in Toronto Collections 1300-1800, an exhibition 
organized by the Art Gallery of Ontario with generous 
cooperation of and extensive loan contributions from the 
Royal Ontario Museum. Katharine Lochnan, Curator of Prints 
and Drawings, was the coordinator, and along with David 
McTavish of the Department of Art, Queen’s University, and 
Corey Keeble, Assistant Curator, European Department, ROM, 
contributed to the accompanying catalogue. 

African Majesty: From Grassland and Forest presented the 
Barbara and Murray Frum Collection of African Art, with an 
emphasis on the aesthetic rather than the ethnological aspects of 
the works. A scholarly publication accompanied the exhibition. 

Contemporary Canadian art also received considerable at- 
tention during the year. Dr. David Burnett, Curator of Canadi- 
an Contemporary Art, wrote the catalogue for and produced 
the survey exhibition of the work of Gershon Iskowitz. The 
exhibition examined in depth this important Toronto artist’s 
career, from his beginnings in representational art to his 
current position as a major abstract colour painter. The 
exhibition will tour nationally as well as to Canada House, 
London England. Dr. Burnett also produced the exhibitions 
Elizabeth Ewart/Stephen Menzies/Malcolm Rains and Robert 
Bourdeau and Philip Pocock, both displaying the works of 
young Canadian artists and each accompanied by a catalogue. 
Marie Fleming, Associate Curator, along with Roald Nasgaard 
coordinated the exhibition Spring Hurlbut/Ron Martin/ John 
Massey/Becky Singleton, which included a major new work by 
the artists who also participated in the design and content of

the catalogue. Baxter?: Any Choice Works 1965-70, a critical 
examination of the work of Vancouver artists Iain and Ingrid 
Baxter, was also produced by Mrs. Fleming. The exhibition 
year ended with the Greg Curnoe Retrospective, organized by 
the National Gallery of Canada, Ottawa. 

Canadian Historical art was represented in the following 
exhibitions: J. W. Beatty 1869-1941, organized by the Agnes 
Etherington Art Centre, Kingston, and Jock Macdonald: The 
Inner Landscape, guest-curated by Joyce Zemans for the Art 
Gallery of Ontario, a survey of the work of one of Canada’s 
pioneers of abstract painting. 

Highlights of the Print and Drawing program included E. 
Hannel Cassidy: Photographs 1933-45, an exhibition of work 
of a little known but significant Canadian photographer, 
produced by Maia Sutnik, Coordinator of Photographic Ser- 
vices, who also contributed the accompanying catalogue; and 
Eden Revisited: Graphic Works by German Romantic Artists 
from the Goethe Institute, New York, which provided both a 
prelude and a complement to the German Masters exhibition. 

During the year, over 210,000 viewers attended twenty-six 
travelling exhibitions at forty-five centres, including six out-of- 
province, for a total of eighty-seven bookings. 

The Canada Packers Collection: Selected Oil Paintings and 
Works on Paper commenced its national circuit in 1981-82. 
Max Beckmann: The Gesichter Portfolio, from the collection 
of the Art Gallery of Ontario, and Pop Art, drawn mainly 
from the Gallery’s collection, also commenced travel. Other 
major exhibitions that began their circuit this year included 
Open Studio: Ten Years, An Album of Eighteenth Century 
Venetian Operatic Caricatures, Photographs by Martin Chambi 
and Edward Ranney. As in previous years, the Art Gallery of 
Ontario was one of several agencies and institutions contribut- 


ing to Festival Ontario, a program of the Ontario Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture. Extension Services originated the 
exhibition Lawren Harris: Ontario Landscapes for the Canada 
Games, Thunder Bay, and this exhibition was circulated to 
four other centres in Peterborough, Simcoe, Sault Ste. Marie, 
and Sudbury. 

The increasing demand for small exhibitions of eight to 
fifteen works, directed to those communities with limited 
access to and facilities for major exhibitions, continued to be 
met by the Contact program. Six new exhibitions of original 
works by Canadian artists, plus three facsimile reproduction 
shows and three exhibitions circulating from the previous 
year, had a total of forty-six provincial bookings in centres such 
as Manitouwadge, Belleville, and Atikokan. 

Artists with their Work, a visiting artists program, contin- 
ued to provide communities in Ontario with access to exhibi- 
tions of current work by a selection of contemporary artists 
practising in a variety of disciplines. This year there were 
forty-four Artists with their Work programs which went to 
twenty-nine centres in twenty-one communities. Thirty-four 
different artists participated from a roster of eighty-six avail- 
able artists. Of the forty-four programs, ten were produced for 
Festival Ontario events and twenty-five per cent were held in 
northern Ontario communities such as North Bay, Atikokan, 
Sault Ste. Marie, and Timmins. 

Throughout the year the Art Gallery of Ontario made 
extensive use of its Permanent Collection in installations 
drawn from the Klamer Family Gift of Inuit Art and the 
Trier-Fodor Foundation Gift, and in presentations of new 
acquisitions and other Permanent Collection material in the 
Gallery of Contemporary Art, the Margaret Eaton Gallery, and 
The Restaurant Corridor. 

During the year the Education Branch presented two 
exhibitions of works of art drawn from the Permanent Collec- 
tion. Sculpture: A Closer Look, mounted in relation to the 
Year of the Disabled, displayed sculpture especially for access 
and examination by the disabled. Toronto: The Artist and The 
City, assembled by the Secondary Level Department, presented 
images of Toronto and works by Toronto painters and sculp- 
tors. Other installations undertaken by the Education Branch 


included the Annual Gallery School display and a presentation 
of recent works from the Lucy McCormick School, again in 
celebration of the Year of the Disabled. 

The Grange presented exhibitions varying in scope and 
content, from their annual presentations of works by Robert 
Holmes and William Bartlett, to From Sea Monsters to 
Sunflowers: Delft to Victorian Wall Tiles. 


OTHER CURATORIAL ACTIVITIES 


During the year twenty-two extended loans to the Gallery and 
166 loans from the Gallery’s Permanent Collection were 
processed. Most important among the latter were: George 
Segal, The Butcher Shop, loaned to the Pennsylvania Acade- 
my of Arts for the exhibition American Realism Since 1960; 
Domenico Mondo, St. Michael Arresting the Plague in Naples 
to The Golden Age of Naples at the Detroit Institute of Arts; 
twelve works by F. H. Varley to the Edmonton Art Gallery for 
the circulating exhibition, F H. Varley; A Centennial Exhibi- 
tion; thirteen Canadian historical and Canadian contemporary 
works (including Tom Thomson’s The West Wind) to 20th- 
Century Canadian Painting, organized by the National Gallery 
of Canada for showing in Japan; Henry Moore, Figures 
Sculptures and Reclining Nude to the University Art Muse- 
um, University of California for The Cubist Print; Robert 
Motherwell, In Grey with Parasol, to the City of Cologne 
Museum, Cologne, West Germany, for Westkunst; David 
Milne, The Blue Rocker and Attic, to David Milne: The New 
York Years, organized by the Edmonton Art Gallery; J. P. 
Riopelle, Composition 1951, to Jean Paul Riopelle at the 
Musée de Quebec; Rene Magritte, L Anniversaire to Glenbow 
Museum, Calgary, for Four Modern Masters: De Chirico, 
Magritte, Ernst and Miro; Richard Diebenkorn, Women Out-

Images of Death in the Graphic Arts; Peter Kolisnyk, Exten- 
ston No. 102 and Extension No. 86 to The Gallery/Stratford 
for Peter Kolisnyk/Drawings; and Fritz Brandtner, Sixteen 
Islands Lake + 1 and The Riders to Fritz Brandtner by the 
Agnes Etherington Art Centre, Kingston. 

This year has been one of exceptional acquisitions for the 
Reference Library, due largely to the continuing generosity of 
its donors. We acquired the catalogue raisonné, in thirty-one 
volumes, of the works of Picasso by Christian Zervos as a gift 
from Mr. Charles Tabachnick. Mr. Fred Schaeffer donated two 
limited deluxe editions of the work of A. J. Casson, Elora and 
Salem and Watercolours. With funds from the Trier-Fodor 
Foundation we were able to purchase the British Museum 
Catalogue of Political and Personal Satires in eleven volumes. 
The library is indebted as well to Miss Sybille Pantazzi, Professor 
Stephen Vickers, the Legislative Library, the Library of the 
Ontario College of Art, and many others for donations of books. 

Major purchases have included the First Supplement to the 
Catalogue of the Library of the National Gallery of Canada in 
six volumes, the Uffizi Gallery Catalogo Generale, the third 
edition of Bénézit’s Dictionnaire des peintres, sculpteurs..., 
the Burlington Magazine volumes 1-37 1903-1920 on micro- 
fiche, and the authors’ index to the University of Toronto 
Library catalogue on microfiche. 

Complete restoration of twenty-one works of art was carried 
out and another seventeen works in the collection were 
cleaned and varnished. In addition 272 works on paper were 
matted as well. As well as work done on Gallery exhibitions, 
collections, and long-term loans, it is estimated that 445 hours 
of conservation work, advice, and examination were done for 
Art Rental, Extension Services, and The Grange. 

Photography of works of art for acquisition records, exhibi- 
tions, archives, catalogue publications, and reproduction uses 
continued. During the year 975 works of art were photo- 
graphed and 6,100 photo prints were issued. The program 
that supplies teaching slides of the Permanent Collection and 
the Gallery’s major exhibitions sold over 11,500 slides. 

In July 1981, a new Technical Services Department was 
formed from the combined operations of the two departments 
that had served Curatorial and Extension Services needs. 


EDUCATION 


During a year of reduced budgets the departments of the 
branch carried on high quality programs of tours and studio 
experiences for some 31,000 students booked for School 
Visits. New orientation programs were produced for special 
exhibitions and several events were related to the Year of the 
Disabled. A number of services were converted to cost- 
recoverable operation and had a very successful year. A 
continuing emphasis on development of adult public support 
and interpretation led to publication of more information 
sheets, brochures, and taped tours. Volunteers carried on the 
majority of gallery talks and adult tours, while the Elementary 
and Secondary departments and Audio-Visual Centre all re- 
ceived significant help from volunteers. 

Sunday Films and noon-hour art films represented the area 
of cinematic programming. The main software creations from 
Media Productions were a documentary on Jock Macdonald 
and the first two of four slide-tape kits on Canadian art in the 
Gallery’s collection. The continuing education field expanded 


in art-history courses and Activity Centre studio courses. The 
Gallery School carried on its traditional children’s classes, 
which were booked to capacity. The popular drop-in facility, 
Hands On, functioned on Sundays and during summer and 
winter breaks. The Secondary Level department mounted 
another successful educational installation in Gallery E, with a 
supporting slide-tape program and teacher’s instructional pack- 
age. Student art teachers from the University of Toronto and 
Queen’s University faculties of education were given experi- 
ence. Training and internships for University of Toronto 
museology students were also provided. 


VOLUNTEER PROGRAMS 


The Gallery continues to have one of the finest volunteer 
organizations in the museum world. The various projects and 
on-going activities of the volunteers are more important to the 
Gallery than ever before. 

This year has been, for the Volunteer Committee, one of 
consolidation and expansion. Accepting sixty-seven new mem- 
bers at the 1981 Annual Meeting brought membership to a 
record 414, a challenge in itself. No less a challenge was the 
placement and administration of over 200 Gallery volunteers 
in many areas throughout the Gallery. The 300 exhibition 
volunteers who worked during this year’s two major exhibi- 
tions, German Masters and Gauguin to Moore, were recruited 
and administered by the Volunteer Committee. 

Of the Gauguin to Moore exhibition volunteers, over half 
were Shawabties during the Treasures of Tutankhamun in 1979, 
over one-third worked for all five major exhibitions (Tutan- 
khamun, Turner, van Gogh, German Masters and Gauguin to 
Moore) and all had been volunteers for at least one other of these 
exhibitions. If statistics tell the story, volunteerism at the Art 
Gallery of Ontario is not only alive and well, but building a 
strong supportive corps willing and ready to help when needed. 

March 15, 1982, marked the first anniversary of the 
Volunteer Committee operation of The Grange. This historic 
house opened six days a week, was fully booked for school 
tours, ran an Education Program for its volunteers, and 
completed two series of lectures for the public. New flyers 
were created and distributed and sales continued of John 
Lownsbrough’s book, The Privileged Few, which tells the 
story of the people who lived in The Grange. 

The ongoing retail operations of the Volunteer Committee, 
the Reproduction Shop, and Jewellery Shop functioned six 
days and two evenings a week throughout the year, as did the 
Art Rental Service. The Reproduction Shop published three 
reproductions from the collection: A. Y. Jackson’s Maple and 
Birches (1915), and two Robert Holmes watercolours, Flower- 
ing Cactus and Cardinal Flower I. The Jewellery Shop featured 
an Artist of the Month in its continuing program supporting 
and selling the work of Canadian artist-jewellers. Both retail 
operations reported excellent sales at the end of the calendar 
year, unlike many small (and large) businesses this year. Art 
Rental Service had two special exhibitions this year, Art for 
Business’ Sake and Artful Giving. Every month there was a 
new hanging in the exhibition gallery and twice new artists’ 
works were assessed for inclusion in the collection of over 800 
works in Art Rental’s care. 

The Volunteer Committee organized successful Art Tours 
to Bath and Oxford, New York, Vienna/Prague/Budapest, 
and California. Gallery Hoppings went to Detroit and Windsor 


for two days and six other one-day trips visited Buffalo and 
centres in and around Toronto. 

Gallery Membership programs continued to attract ever- 
increasing numbers. Many of the monthly Special Evenings 
for Members were repeated because of the demand for tickets. 
Art in the Morning and Art and Aperitif were regularly 
scheduled events for Gallery members. Volunteers staffing the 
Membership Desk in the lobby accepted new and renewed 
Memberships. 

While the Communication Committee carried the message 
about ongoing projects of the Volunteer Committee to the 
public through a successful drive for increased publicity, the 
Community Relations Committee interacted with representa- 
tives of the Boroughs’ Arts Councils and took word of Gallery 
activities to larger numbers of people. 

To those who visited the Gallery, the volunteer docents gave 
twice-daily tours of the collections, Tuesday through Friday. 
Docents also conducted all adult tours, including special 
bookings, led Art and Apéritif every Thursday, did extra 
touring during the Gauguin to Moore exhibition and worked 
with ROM docents during The Arts of Italy in Toronto Collec- 
tions. 

With funds designated in 1977 for purchase of a Canadian 
historical work, A. Y. Jackson’s Maple Woods, Algoma (1920) 
was purchased last June. Volunteer Committee funds also 
assisted with the purchase of two major works: Brancusi’s The 
First Cry (c. 1914-15) and Mird’s Untitled (1926). 

The Junior Committee’s new project, the Art Cart, was 
enthusiastically accepted by children of all ages, who were able 
to purchase from it art-related merchandise for under five 
dollars. The Junior Committee also undertook an ambitious 
education program for themselves this year. 


The two-day Christmas Festival held early in December was 
a great success. The enthusiastic cooperation of large numbers 


of staff and volunteers provided many activities, including 
cooking demonstrations, movies, story-telling, special tours, 
and Christmas music. All departments donated prizes for 
hourly lucky draws. 

The net profits from the ongoing projects of the Volunteer 
Committee will continue to support The Grange, as well as 
the acquisition of works of art. 


IN CONCLUSION 


This report would not be complete without an expression of 
gratitude directed toward the members of the Board of 
Trustees and the chairmen and members of the many commit- 
tees and sub-committees of the board for their efforts on so 
many fronts. Mr. George Gilmour, President of the board for 
the past two years, steps down from the presidency this year, 
and I would like to thank him for his unfailing support and 
encouragement. The special interest that he took in the staff 
as individuals and in their welfare was particularly appreciated. 
The Volunteer Committee and Gallery volunteers deserve 
special mention for their unflagging commitment to their 
many projects, and especially for their essential contribution 
with regard to the visitor-handling operations during the 
German Masters and Gauguin to Moore exhibitions. For the 
staff, this has been a particularly challenging year as they 
struggled to find innovative ways to maximize levels of service 
with, in many cases, dramatically reduced budgets. In my esti- 
mation, they met that challenge very successfully and I salute 
their efforts and continuing dedication to this institution.

Notes to Financial Statements 


March 31, 1982 


1. Summary of significant accounting policies 

The financial statements of the Art Gallery of Ontario (the 
Gallery) present the financial position and results of activities 
within the framework of the accounting policies summarized 
below: 


(a) Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Gallery are maintained in accordance 
with the principles of fund accounting by which resources for 
various purposes are classified for accounting and reporting 
purposes into funds that are in accordance with activities or 
objectives as specified by the donors or in accordance with 
the directives issued by the Board of Trustees. Transfers 
between the funds are made when approved. For financial 
reporting purposes, there are two groups of funds: 


(i) The general funds include the day-to-day operating 
transactions of the Gallery’s activities. During the 
year The Gallery Shop was renamed The Book Shop. 


The capital funds are comprised of funds which are 
not available to meet operating expenditures. The 
Acquisition fund is primarily for the purchase of art 
and includes, at a nominal value of $1,000, the 
Gallery’s collection of works of art which have been 
donated to the Gallery or purchased by it. The 
Volunteer Activities Fund (including Art Rental 
Service, Jewellery Shop, Reproduction Shop, and 
other activities) is operated by the Volunteer 
Committee and is primarily for the purchase of art 
or other items of a capital nature. The Building 
Fund includes amounts that are designated to 
finance expansion of the Gallery’s facilities and 
major repairs. 


(b) Basis of Financial Statements 
The financial statements of the Gallery have been prepared 
generally on the accrual basis except that: 


(i) funds used to acquire works of art and completed 
facilities are accounted for as expenditures and depreciation 
on Gallery facilities is not provided. 


(ii) annual membership fees are included in revenue as 
received. 


The statement of financial activities shows the funds received 
by, disbursed by or transferred betweén the various Gallery 
funds in the current reporting year. It does not present the 
results of operations or the net income or loss for the year as 
would a commercial statement of profit and loss. 


(c) Investments 

Investments are carried at cost in the absence of any evidence 
of permanent impairment of value. Any gains on sale of 
investments are recorded at the date of sale or maturity and 
represent the difference between the net proceeds and the 
carrying value of the investment. 


(d) Inventories 

Inventories of materials and supplies used in the Gallery's 
services and activities are valued at the lower of cost and net 
realizable value. 


(e) Works of art 

In conformity with accounting policies generally followed by 
art museums, the value of works of art has been excluded 
from the balance sheet except for nominal carrying value. 
The value of art acquired by gift during the year, is included 
in the statement of financial activities as donations revenue 
at appraised value, as determined by independent appraisers. 
Purchased art is included in the statement of financial 
activities at cost and, together with gifted art acquired during 
the year, is shown as accession of art for collection. 


(f) Fixed assets 

The land, buildings and equipment used by the Gallery are 
the property of the Gallery. The value of fixed assets has been 
excluded from the balance sheet except for nominal carrying 
value. Accordingly, no depreciation is recorded in the 
accounts. Construction costs incurred during major expan- 
sion programs are accumulated in the building fund, then, 
upon completion of the programs, are written off to the 
building fund balance. 


(g) Pension plan 

The Gallery maintains a pension plan providing retirement 
and death benefits to all its employees. The costs of the 
Gallery pension plan are expensed in the year premiums or 
required fundings are payable (see also Note 4), 


(h) Grants 

Grants are included in the statement of financial activities in 
the year in which the designated program is carried out. 
Details of grants earned during the year are set out in Note 


3(a). 


(i) Province of Ontario Financing 

In 1971, the Province of Ontario agreed to provide the 
Gallery $12,750,000 over ten years for the expansion of 
Gallery facilities and the entire amount was received by 
March 31, 1978. The Gallery issued $12,250,000 of 
debentures to the Ontario Universities Capital Aid Corpora- 
tion for a portion of the amounts received from the province. 
Payments of debenture principal and interest are to be made 
by the Treasury Department of the Province of Ontario on 
behalf of the Gallery. As it is expected the Province of 
Ontario will continue to make these grants, the outstanding 
debentures of $11,130,000 at March 31, 1982 (1981 — 
$11,318,000) are not recorded as a liability and interest 
expense and the related grants are not recorded in the 
accounts. 


(j) Appropriations 

From time to time, the Trustees appropriate funds to be used 
for operations and capital costs in a future fiscal period, at 
which future time the appropriations are reversed and the 
costs are recorded in the accounts of the Gallery. 


2. The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation 

The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation (Foundation) is 
incorporated under the laws of Ontario as a separate 
corporation without share capital and receives and manages 
the endowment funds of the Gallery. Accordingly, the 
accounts of the Foundation are not included in the accompa- 
nying financial statements. Funds from the Foundation are 
given to the Gallery when approved by the Board of Trustees 
of the Foundation. During 1982, the Trustees of the 
Foundation approved a distribution of $404,000 from income 
(1981 — $317,000). 


3. Revenue

(b) During the year the Gallery received $150,000 from the 
Ontario Ministry of Citizenship and Culture for major capital 
repair costs incurred during the year ended March 31, 1981. 
As well, the Gallery allocated approximately 2 per cent 
($95,000) of the current base operating grant from the 
Province of Ontario to cover major capital repair costs on the 
basis that future base operating grants from the Province of 
Ontario will have 2 per cent included for such costs. 


4. Pension Plan 

The total pension fundings and expense for the year was 
$188,000 (1981 — $165,000). The actuarial valuation, 
prepared as of January 1, 1982, reported that the plan was 
fully funded. 


5. Accession of Art for Collection 

The value of gifted works of art included with donations in 
the statement of financial activities is $973,000 in 1982 
(1981 — $370,000). 

The cost of works of art purchased (1982 — $1,408,000; 
1981 — $1,150,000), together with the value of art acquired 
by gift as indicated in the preceding paragraph, is reported as 
accession of art for collection. 


6. Building Costs Incurred 

During 1982, building alterations, repairs and costs for 
refurbishings totalling $125,000 (1981 — $218,000) were 
charged to the building fund balance. Equipment purchased 
is included in current operating expenditures (1982 — 
$178,000; 1981 — $143,000).
